Yefcnday  morning  the  once  all 
powciful  a. ul  bcautimi  Marie  An- 
toinette, coiifort  of  the  unfortu- 
nate Louis,  king  of  France,  wag 
brought  like  the  meant  H  malefac- 
ror  trort  the  vile  piifon  of  the 
C  oik!cv«?;.  i  ic,  Bind  placed  at  the 
criminal  bar  of  the  revolutionary 
tribunal. 

After  the  examination  hail  clof- 
cd,  tiic  Queen  was  foon  condemn- 
ed, "as  guilty  of  having  been 
acc  .diary  to,  ami  having  to- ope- 
rated in  different  manoeuvres  againft 
the  liberty  of  Fraaite  ;  of  having 
entertained  a  correfpondencc  w  itn 
the  enemies  of  the  republic  ;  of 
having  participated  in  a  plot  tend- 
ing to  kindle  civil  war  in  the  in- 
terior of  the  republic,  by  arming 
citizens  againll  eacli  other." 

When  the  fentence  was  read, 
the  Queen  cait  down  her  eyes 
and  did  not  raife  them  again. 
"  Have  you  nothing  to  reply  up- 
on the  determination  of  the  law  f" 
faid  the  prcJidcni  to  her.  "  No-

The  ^  prince  of  Saxe  Cobourg 
writes  in  ftrong  terms  of  the  dan- 
ger to  which  Aulhlan  Flanders  is 
now  expofed  ;  that  without  a  re- 
inforcement of  fifty  thoufand  men 
at  leaft,  he  cannot  anfwer  for 
maintaining  his  prefeht  polition  ; 
that  he  expects  to  be  attacked  in 
a  few  dajs;  and  that  the  French 
have  augmented  their  army  ofthe 
north,  to  170,000  men.  He  com- 
plains ofthe  Dutch,  and  even  of 
the  EnglUh.  The  inftaiit  that 
troops  arrive  here  they  are  lent  to 
join  the  army  ;  as  are  all  the  ft  or?  s 
and  ammunition,  which  arrive  in 
quantities,  almolt  incredible,  frcm 
Holland. 

October  24. 
By  advices  from  the  combined 
army,  we  learn,  that  fjnei  the  Au- 
ftriun  army,  under  the  command 
of  Prince  Cobourg,  raifed  the 
liege  of  Maubetige  and  palled  the 
Sambre,  nothing  of  importance 
has  palled  between  the  French 
and  the  allied  troops.

Mons  i  the  troops  of  Holland  are 
alio  encamped  in  Wife  environ*  of 
that  place;  the  head  quarters  of 
Prince  Cobourg  are  at  Bavay.  It 
is  wry  probable  that  nothing  in- 
te-reiiing  will  pa  ft  on  this  fide,  the 
campaign  being  too  f:-.r  advanced 
for  the  allies  to  make  an  attempt 
on  any  llrong  places  of  the  ene- 
my ;  behdes,  their  armieS  arc  ve- 
ry muck  diminiilicd,  not  only  by 
the  lofie*  faitained  hi  the  diffe- 
rent engagements  (which  have 
fncceeded  each  other  with  a  rapi- 
dity of  which  hiftory  furni/ius  no 
(rmilstr  example,)  but  aifobv  n'ek- 
nefs  and  defcrtiem  :  the  £|ngUfli 
army,  commanded  by  the  Duke 
of  Yerk,  is  weakened  bv  a  detach- 
ment  of  25000  me-r,  "who  have 
embarked  at,pftendto  return  to 
Fn-land,  where  preparations  arc 

makiag  to  defeat  a  proper,  form 
ed  by  the  French,  for  makin.r  a 
defcent  on  that  kingdom.  On  the 
fide  of  W  eft  Flanders,,  the  enemy 
do  not  allow  a  moment's  repofe  to 
the  cordon  of  troops  who  co^er 
that  part  of  our  frontiers  ;  there 
likev.ife  has  been  n  foart  acJion 
in  the  neighbourhood  of  Furnc«. 
All  the  inhabitants  of  the  neigh- 
bourhood have  retired  into  ii)-  it, . 
tenor  part  of  the  country,  fiyi,Hr 
before  the  French  who'  pluiuler 
and  burn  their  habitations. 

It  appears  that  the  ftatesof  each 
of  the  Belgic  Provinces  have  at 
laft  determined  to  allb-d  fnccoms 
both  in  men  and  monevro  the  em- 
peror. Thefe  fuccours,  f0  jf,.^^
